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Economic impact 
of bomber decision 
slight, say experts 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The cancella­ 
tion of the B1 bomber production 
program will 
hurt thousands of 
aerospace workers but not the California 
economy, according to financial obser­ 
vers. 
And company officials say the loss will 
not even seriously damage Rockwell 
International, which would have been the 
major beneficiary if President Carter 
had not canceled the project Thursday. 
Although the loss of 8,000 jobs at the 
Rockwell plant will have a “ ripple ef­ 
fect" on other jobs in the state the 
overall impact will be tolerable, ac­ 
cording to economists. 
“ This obviously will be devastating for 
the people thrown out of work, but the 
economic impact won’t be remotely 
comparable to the recession that hit 
from about 1968 to 1972. when 200.000 
aerospace workers lost their jobs.” 
observed Larry Kimbell, head of the 
UCLA economic forecasting unit. 
Although “ the decision is a blow to the 
companies and people directly involved, 
it shouldn’t have an immediate or long 
range serious economic impact on 
California,” said Robert Parry, senior 
vice president of Security Pacific Bank 


The bank’s forecast on the state’s 
economy took into account the pos­ 
sibility the B1 would not go into produc­ 
tion, he said, so there is no need to 
change its overall conclusions, including 
the prediction that employment will rise 
3 8 per cent this year. 
But politicians were not so sure. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., involved 
in last minute deliberations on the state 
budget, had nothing to say when Carter’s 
d e cisio n w as an n oun ced, but a 
spokesman said the cutoff would put 
10.000 Californians out of work and cost 
the state $200 million in lost personal in­ 
come 
“ A sa general principle ... Government 
should not ignore the adverse economic 
im pact of its decisions.” observed 
Brown’s chief of staff. Gray Davis 
Others were more irate. U.S. Sen. S I 
Hayakawa, R-Calif., said the rest of the 
world will interpret the decision as “ a 
symbol of a lack of decisiveness and 
direction in the administration's foreign 
policy." 
Hayakawa noted that while economy 
was one of the reasons Carter gave for 
canceling production, it will cost $18 
billion to convert B52s to carrv cruise 


Neutron bomb 
funding blocked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
voted tentatively today to fetor* 
for 
the neutron bomb, a Buck Rogers-type 
weapon whose radiation kills people but 
leaves structures undamaged 
By a 43-42 vote, after a rare secret ses­ 
sion that lasted almost three hours, the 
Senate said no money could be spent on 
developing the neutron bomb and the tac­ 
tical Lance missile unless President 
Carter decides the weapons are in the 
national interest. 
News reports about the bomb said its 
radiation would kill virtually anyone 
within a half-mile radius of impact. 
Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., played the 
role of compromiser by heading off an 
attempt by Sen Mark Hatfield. R-Ore , 
to delete all funds for the neutron bomb 
Stennis’ compromise would leave it up 
to Carter. If the President decides the 
weapons are “ in the national interest,” 
he must provide Congress with a detailed 
statement outlining its impact. 
In remarks prepared for the Senate 
debate, H atfield charged that the 
neutron bomb — sometimes called the 
enhanced radiation bomb — would in­ 
crease the likelihood of the use of tac­ 
tical nuclear weapons in a limited war. 
Airbags, automatic belts

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Transporta­ 
tion Secretary Brock Adams says the 
government has a duty to make cars 
“ socially responsible.” He is ordering 
that new cars be equipped starting in 
1981 with airbags or automatic seatbelts 
as a step toward that goal. 
His airbag order, designed to save the 
lives of motorists including those who 
don't buckle up, is the final step in an ad­ 
ministration program of tightening up

The agency said funds 3aved by the 
abandonment of the controversial Bl 
bomber program would be used to create 
“ an arsenal of cruise m issiles.” 
“ The implementation of the program 
for the deployment of cruise missiles is a 
reflection of the general line of the 
U S A 
towards an increase in the 
military budget, towards building up the 
war arsenal and creating qualitatively 
new system s of m ass destruction 
weapons,” the press agency said in an 
unsigned dispatch from Washington. 
The So v iets m ade only p assin g 
reference to Carter’s decision on the Bl 
bomber, suggesting the White House 
acted as it did because cruise m issiles 
would be better weapons. 
“ U.S. political observers express the 
opinion that the massive deployment of 
cruise missiles may have very danger­ 
ous afterm aths," the news agency said 
It quoted American press reports to 
the effect that the decision “ may not 
only change the course of the strategic 
arm s limitation talks, but also affect 
relations with the Soviet Union on the 
whole.”

General Foods was singled out in the 
suit because it markets five sugar- 
coated cereals — Coca Pebbles, Super 
Sugar Crisp, Fruity Pebbles, Honeycomb 
and Alpha Bits 
The suit said these cereals contain 
from 38 per cent to 47 per cent sugar, 
compared to 4 per cent in most soda pop 
and 26.8 per cent in a Milky Way candy 
bar. 
The suit charged, “ Misleading ads 
routinely and repeatedly induce young 
children to eat sugary cereals for 
breakfast — the most important meal of 
the day The manufacturer hides the fact 
that the cereals contain 40 per cent or 
more sugar, 10 times as much as soda 
pop, which causes tooth decay and has 
been linked to other health problems.”

Senate passes compromise 
on water projects proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
has agreed to meet President Carter 
halfway on his proposed elimination of 17 
controversial water projects, voting to 
fund only eight of them 
in hopes of 
averting a presidential veto. 
The action came Thursday night as the 
Senate worked on a $10.3 billion ap­ 
propriations bill for water and public 
works projects and energy research Ap­ 
proval of the m easure, which also 
carries funds for the controversial 
neutron bomb and Clinch River nuclear 
breeder reactor, will not come until 
after the July 4 recess. 
The Senate worked on the water 
projects section of the bill until late in 
the evening, debating at length various 
am endm ents to fund or elim inate 
projects on the White House “ hit list.” 
But it was the compromise recommen­ 
dation of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee to fund eight projects and 
eliminate nine that prevailed. Propo­ 
nents said they have no guarantee Carter 
will accept the compromise, but it’s the 
best shot 
“ We want to avoid a veto,” said Sen. 
John Stennis, D-Miss., the bill’s floor 
manager. “ We’re trying to get a bill and 
we’re convinced this is the route.” 
The House earlier voted to fund all but 
one of the projects but the vote lacked 
th e 
m a r g i n 
n e c e s s a r y 
to 
override a veto. Hie Senate rejected an 
amendment by Sen. Thomas McIntyre, 
D-N H , to cut funding for all but one of 
the projects on Carter’s list, leaving only 
the Auburn Dam in California. 


“ It’s about time we recognize the 
waste and extravagance of pork barrel 
projects of this kind,” argued Sen. 
William Proxmire. 
But opponents said the Senate had gone 
far enough 
By defeating the McIntyre amend­ 
ment, the Senate assured Congressional 
approval of funding for at least eight 
projects: Applegate Lake, Ore.; Atch- 
afalaya River-Bayous, La.; Cache Basin, 
Ark ; Hillsdale Lake, Kan.; Richard B. 
R ussell Lake. South Carolina and 
Georgia, Tallahala Creek, M iss.; Colum­ 
bia Dam. Tenn,; and Auburn Dam, Calif.

The Queen's Contest captured 
$23,675 in raffle ticket sales, the 
carnival $27,868, and the art 
show an estimated $15,000, ac­ 
cording to the Flower Festival 
Committee 
About $1,000 will be added to 
the Flower Festival bank ac­ 
count already with $5,000 in last 
year's profits 
In addition, the 
festival committee was able to 
con trib ute 
$2,500 
to the 
C h a m b e r of C o m m erce 
Building Fund 
(The chamber 
would have had to foot the bill if 
the festival had lost money.) 
With some disappointment, 
C o m m ittee 
C h airp erso n 
Howard Whitaker said, festival 
discount coupon books sold only 
w e ll enough to pay for 
themselves, about $1,000 worth. 
An anticipated $6,000 profit 
fro m 
book s a le s n e v e r 
materialized. Whitaker said. 
The money would have been 
used to improve the Rvon Park 
sound system and to hire 
professional entertainers 
The poor coupon sales, 
nevertheless, testify to the 
overall financial success of the 
festival 
‘The state of the 
economy is too good for people 
in Lompoc to want to spend $5 
for some discount coupons,” 
Whitaker said 
The arts and crafts show 
brought in about half as much 
as last year, Whitaker said, 
largely because he denied sales 
permits to all but Lompoc 
craftspersons 
In an effort to make the art 
show less commercial, more 
provincial, “I made a mistake, 
I overreacted.’’ Whitaker said. 
He will recommend that next 
y e a r's show allow artists 
throughout 
Santa 
Barbara 
County to display their works 
Whitaker and his committee 
have also come up with other 
recommendations to improve 
future festivals 
— Queen candidates should 
have to sell a minimum of 
$2 000 in tickets to qualify for 
the final contest. Whitaker

Phone rate

A reduction in telephone 
rates — about 30 cents a month 
for residential and 40 cents a 
month for business service — 
and a refund of approximately 
$10 million for customers of 
General Telephone Company of 
California was ordered today by 
the State Public Utilities Com­ 
mission. 


The $15.7 million, 2.6 per cent 
rate reduction will go into ef­ 
fect about July 18; the refund 
plan must be submitted by 
General to the PUC by August 
12 for final approval 


The refund is attributable to a 
toll rate increase which was 
granted to Pacific Telephone in 
January, 1975 


At that tim e . G e n e ra l 
realized an increase of about 
$7.5 million a year primarily 
due to an increase in Pacific’s 
intrastate long distance rates 
and the method of settling how 
much revenue each of the two 
companies receive from calls 
which require use of both phone 
companies’ equipment 


Today’s PUC action stems 
from an application General 
filed in December. 1974, asking 
for a $45 9 million rate in­ 
crease

The National Clearinghouse for Poison Control 
Centers reports that for 1975 soaps, detergents, and 
cleaners were the top category involved in accidental 
ingestions by children under five years of age. More 
than 6,000 ingestions from these products were 
reported during that year from over 170,000 total case 
reports 
Completing the top five categories were 2) plants 
(excluding mushrooms and toadstools 3) vitamins and 
minerals, 4) aspirin, and 5) antihistamines, cold 
medicines. 
A positive note from the statistics reported for 1975 
is that the mortality rate from accidental poisonings 
declined almost 16 per cent among children under five 
years of age. Deaths of children under five from ac­ 
cidental poisonings of aspirin products showed an even 
larger yearly decline at 29 per cent. From 1968 to 1975 
the number of yearly deaths from accidental poison­ 
ings in children under five declined 60 per cent, The 
use of child resistant caps on drugs and poisons has un­ 
doubtedly helped in reducing the number of accidental 
poisonings However, the best idea is to store all drugs 
and poisons away from children so that they cannot 
reach them

The county Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQi 
Thursday approved a negative 
declaration on a proposed wild­ 
cat oil well in the Santa Maria 
area, noting only slight concern 
about possible odor nuisances 
to

residential 
developments 


The certification, declaring 
no substantial environmental 
impact, was granted on the ap­ 
plication of R L 
Burns Cor­ 
poration for a wildcat well on a 
parcel located southeast of the 
City of Santa Maria, roughly 6 
mile north of Clark Ave and 25 
mile west of Bradley Rd 


Environm ental 
Specialist 
Alan Manee noted that in a 
“ worst case situation" the well 
might cause something of a 
nuisance 
from 
hydrogen- 
sulphide 
during 
unusual 
weather conditions. 


However, neighbors said they 
were satisifed with the plan and 
expressed no objection 
Manee noted that while the 
area is currently classified as 
semi-urban, several tract maps 
are pending which could fully 
develop the area along Bradley 
Rd in the next four years 


(OEQ). 
Bates said the road has been 
in use for nearly 50 years with 
only two people using it to get to 
their property until recently 
when development has boomed 
in the area 


Bates urged OEQ to clear up 
the matter of access before 
acting on additional lot splits in 
the area, noting that gravel has 
been laid on the road without 
his permission 


“ I don’t think it’s right,” 
Bates declared, “ or correct or 
legal for people to come onto 
your property and grade the 
road without even talking to 
me." 


Bates said the road runs on 
the property line between his 
10-acre parcel and land owned 
by Wolcutt Schley 


OEQ was acting on a negative 
declaration for the proposal by 
James H Gravitt to split a 20 4 
acre parcel into lots of 8 1, 6.1, 
2 1 and 4 2 acres each. 
The property is described as 
being just off an access road ap­ 
proximately 1.800 feet north 
and west of the intersection of 
Chalk Hill and Fredensborg Ca­ 
nyon Roads 
The Santa Ynez Valley Ad­ 
visory Committee forwarded a 
letter expressing concern about

from oil and gas toward coal, 
and a big tax designed to make

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For 
six decades, the foremost goal 
of California’s prison system 
was rehabilitation and incorri­ 
gible crim inals faced the threat 
of being separated from society 
for the rest of their lives. 
That all changed today as a 
new fixed-sentence law fash­ 
ioned by Gov 
Edmund G 
Brown took effect. 
Under the law. prisons no 
longer will place heavy empha­ 
sis on rehabilitation 
Instead, 
incarceration will be viewed 
chiefly as punishment, with in­ 
mates free to improve them ­ 
selves or to simply sit in their 
c*lln it U>«y wlati 
The law. passed last year but 
rew ritten substantially by legis­ 
lation signed W ednesday by 
Brown, will require judges to 
set fixed sentences for crim i­ 
nals upon their conviction. 
Judges will be restricted to a 
narrow range of sentences for 
each 
crim e, 
making punish­ 
ment more uniform throughout 
the state. 
Under the discarded 60-year- 
old 
“ indeterminate” 
system , 
prisoners were given sentences 
such as “ five to life" but often 
received probation after serv­ 
ing less than the minimum 
term 
The old sy stem stressed 
rehabilitation by giving state 
parole officials what was called 
“the big club” of threatening to 
kee, a prisoner locked up for 
life unless he changed his ways. 
“There is a general admis­ 
sion nationally that efforts to 
rehabilitate by warehousing 
these people in institutions 
hasn't worked, and who’s to 
judge who is rehabilitated?” 
said Howard Way, chairman of 
the new sta te C om m unity 
Release Board 
“ We will 
not discontinue 
rehabilitation effo rts,’’ said 
Way, a former senator whose 
board will be in charge of set­ 
ting parole policy. “ But it will 
not be mandatory that the in­ 
mate take advantage of these if 
he doesn’t want to. He will get a 
specific 
sentence 
when he’s 
convicted and will know exactly 
when he gets out.’’ 
Phil Guthrie, deputy director 
of the Department of Correc­ 
tions, said the change may 
result in fewer inmates taking 
advantage of self-improvement 
programs 
He said, “ In the past guys 
went to school or learned a 
trade mainly to impress the 
parole board With the new law 
in e ffe c t w h ere the v a st 
majority will have a release 
date when they go in. there is 
some question about participa­ 
tion ." 
Way also said in an interview 
the law will provide “out in the 
open sentencing so that citizens 
will know exactly what is hap­ 
pening Under the old law, they 
were being misled They were 
under the assumption that five- 
years-to-life meant a prisoner 
is in for life ”

Kenya asks for halt to massive 
invasion by Somali troops 


LIBREVILLE, Gabon (UPI) 
— Kenya has appealed to the 
Organization of African Unity 
to halt what it calls a massive 
invasion by 10,000 Somali troops 
aim ed at annexing K enya’s 
northern desert region 
In a major confrontation at a 
meeting of foreign ministers 
from the 49-nation organization, 
Somalia Thursday flatly denied 
its Soviet-equipped army had 
invaded Kenya. 
A Somali spokesman, howe­ 
ver, dodged the question of 
whether Somali-supported ban­ 
dits, known as “shifta.” had in­ 
filtrated the northern Kenya 
desert, which Somalia has long 
claimed as a historical part of a 
“Greater Som alia.’’ 


The verbal clashes between 
Kenya and Som alia — and 
earlier between Chad and Libya 
on another alleged territorial 
violation — threatened to turn 
Saturday’s sum m it m eeting 
in t o 
o n e 
o f 
th e

acrimonious in the group’s 14- 
year history 
More than 20 African heads of 
state were scheduled to attend 
the four-day summit in this 
steam y West African capital. 
“Somalia has sent thousands 
of troops to our territory. The 
purpose of which can only be to 
a g g ress our territory and 
realize their dream of Greater 
S o m a lia ,” Kenyan F oreign 
Minister Munyua Waiyaki told 
the m in isteria l co n feren ce 


Thursday. 
“ It is understood that the 
Somali authorities intend to in­ 
filtrate about 15,000 shifta and 
regular army personnel into 
Kenya,” he said 
OAU m em bers should “use 
their good offices to restrain 
Somalia from further acts of in­ 
terference with Kenya’s sove­ 
reignty and territorial integrity 
which is a grave violation of the 
OAU and U N Charters.” 
Waiyaki gave a detailed ac­ 
count of three reported Somali 
incursions into northern Kenya 
between June 24 and 27 in which 
he said six Kenyan policemen 
and soldiers and six Somalis 
were killed and 40 persons were 
wounded

In a telev isio n interview 
taped before the indictments 
were announced Thursday, Jus­ 
tice Donald B Yarbrough all 
but admitted the allegations 
were true 
“ You know, secretly I’ve 
hoped all of this would come 
out,” Yarbrough told Houston 
television station KPRC. “ I’ve 
longed for a tim e when I 
wouldn’t have to lie to cover 
up.” 
The Travis County Grand 
Jury Thursday returned the in­ 
dictments against Yarbrough, 
charging he forged an automo­ 
bile title and lied when he 
denied it under oath. 


Since Yarbrough won the 
Democratic primary in 1976 
and faced no GOP opposition in 
the general election, he has 
been the subject of several civil 
suits because of his business 
dealings and an effort by the 
State Bar of Texas to disbar 
him. 


Former Yarbrough business 
associate Bill Kemp has been a 
key witness in several of the 
civil suits and the disbarment 
proceedings 
A ccording 
to 
tapes made by investigators in 
Houston and Austin, Yarbrough 
met several tim es with another 
business associate. John Wil­ 
liam Rothkopf, in which he dis­ 
cu ssed 
k illin g 
K em p and 
former partner Doug Ford to 
keep them from testifying 
“I want Kemp wiped away. 


and Doug Ford wiped away, and 
after that I don’t give a ------ 
Yarbrough said on the tapes 
“They could send us both to the 
pen for 20 years ” 


Rothkopf, secretly working 
w ith H ouston a u th o r itie s, 
claim s Yarbrough offered him 
a car to guarantee his silence in 
the murder plot, which was 
never carried out He told the 
g ra n d ju ry he 
w as 
w ith 
Yarbrough the day he forged 
the signature on the automobile 
title 


The grand jury did not charge 
Yarbrough with planning to 
murder Kemp because in his 
last meeting with Rothkopf he 
called off the plot. 


Yarbrough voluntarily ap­ 
peared before the grand jury 
Tuesday and denied the forgery 
accusation. He also called the 
alleged murder plot a “fan­ 
tasy” and complained law en­ 
forcement 
authorities 
manu­ 
factured the allegations. 
After the indictments were 
h a n d e d up, Y a r b r o u g h ' s 
lawyer. Charles Hineman. said 
he did not know if Yarbrough in­ 


tends to remain on the bench 
pending trial 
At least two legislators have 
said they will offer motions to 
impeach Yarbrough at a special 
legislative session later this 
month

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Bureaucracy delays dam safety 
Copper workers walkout idles Western operations 
measure passed five years ago 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - It 
has been five years since 
Congress approved a new law to 
ensure dam safety, but not even 
the first steps have been taken 
toward implementation, ac­ 
cording to the General Ac­ 
counting Office 
Congress’ investigative arm 
reported Thursday that despite 
several dam disasters bureau­ 
cratic confusion has conspired 
to create a situation which 
leaves the respective roles of 
federal and state governments 
in dam safety “ largely unsett­ 
led. “ 
GAO said “ the fundamental 
provision of the law — inspec­ 
tion of all dams — has not been 
carried out; an inventory of 
dams has been prepared but has 
not been verified; and the 
national program for dam 
s a fe ty 
proposed by 
the 
Secretary of the Army is lack­ 
ing in scope, depth and alter­ 
natives " 
As the GAO report was is­ 
sued, an Interior Department 
official was assuring a House 
subcommittee the administra­ 
tion is giving “ highest priority” 
to the development of compre­ 
hensive dam safety legislation 
for the nearly 50,000 dams 
already existing 
But Rep Leo Ryan, D-Calif , 
told Assistant Interior Secre­ 
tary Guy Martin his testimony 
was vague with “ no deadlines 


Natural gas 
loaned to East 
almost repaid 


LOS A N G E LE S (U P I) - 
Nearly all the 5 2 billion cubic 
feet of natural gas loaned to 
eastern areas during their fuel 
crisis last winter has been 
repaid. Southern California Gas 
Co. said Thursday 
Only about 22 million cubic

Johnson, Yanks happy 


WIMBLEDON (UPI) - Virginia Wade 
kept a ju b ile e p ro m ise to Q ueen 
Elizabeth and presented herself with an 
early birthday present today when she 
defeated B etty Stove of Holland, 4-6, 6-3, 
6-1, to becam e the first British woman to 
win the Wimbledon singles title in eight 
years. 
The Queen and a packed 15,000 center 
court crowd w atched Wade earn the 
coveted crown she has been chasing for 
16 years with a trem endous rally after 
losing the first set in the rich $373,440 
Wimbledon championships. She swept 
the next two sets to present Britain with 
its first w om en’s home title since Ann 
Jones won the All-England championship 
in 1969 
The two “ veterans” — Wade will be 32 
years old next week and Stove, who 
turned 32 last week — w ere fam iliar with 
each o th e r’s style of play as they 
engaged in a title m atch which saw the 
e rro rs 
o u tn u m b erin g 
the 
w inning 
strokes. 


“ I w as determ ined to keep th a t 
prom ise I m ade to win the final in front 
of the Queen,” said Wade, who received 
the silver salver from H er M ajesty. 
Wade, who played her best tennis of 
the tournam ent to defeat defending 
champion Chris E vert in W ednesday’s 
sem i-fin al, b a ttle d to co n q u er h er 
notorious center court nerves which cost 
her the opening set. 
The British girl dropped her service in 
the fifth gam e, but broke back im ­ 
m ediately aided by one of nine double 
faults which Stove liberally sprinkled 
throughout th e one hour. 35-m inute 
m atch. 
Although both players m ade a string of 
errors, Stove’s booming forehand always 
gave her the edge and she broke W ade’s 
service to love in the ninth gam e and 
clinched the set when Wade failed to 
return a forehand following a baseline 
rally. 
Wade cam e out far m ore determ ined 
in the second set, playing m ore aggres­ 


sively and taking away the initiative 
from the powerful 6-foot, 1-inch, 161- 
pound Stove. 
The Briton then zipped into a 3-0 se­ 
cond set lead on the strength of an early 
service break, keeping Stove pegged to 
the baseline w here she could do least 
dam age. 


But Stove, the first p lay er from 
Holland to reach a singles final at 
Wimbledon, charged back to even the 
m atch at 3-3 and the $23,000 first prize 
seem ed to be drifting in her direction. 
Wade, her face draw n, broke her losing 
string in the second set with a love se r­ 
vice gam e and grabbed a 5-3 lead when 
Stove double faulted. Wade then served 
out the set in convincing fashion, scoring 
the winning point with a half-hit sm ash. 
There was no stopping Wade now. She 
w as fired up and Stove knew it. A week 
volley into the net cost Stove her service 
in the opening gam e of the deciding set 
and she doublefaulted in her next service 
gam e to give Wade a 3-0 lead 


Wade, sensing victory, started going 
for her shots for the first tim e. Stove 
produced the occasional blistering volley 
and forehand pass, but she was fighting a 
losing battle. She struggled to hold her 
serve in the fifth gam e and offered only 
token resistance in the next as Wade 
sped to a 5-1 lead.

The Lake Cachuma record is nine 
pounds, 12 ounces. The fish, all 27 inches, 
is displayed on the wall behind the 
counter of the tackle shop where it 
haunts Russ 10 hours a day. 
The trout on the wall though is nothing 
in com parison to the m onster (or 
m onsters) that Russ believes lurk below 
the surface of the five-mile lake. 
Believable reports state that a trout 
has been seen weighing at least 17 
pounds One angler fought the fish for 40 
m inutes, only to lose it at the boat when 
his buddy m ade an ill-attem pt to net it. 
The fish spooked, broke the line and the 
heart of the fisherm an. 
The unfortunate m ishap was w itnessed 
by a park ranger in another boat. 
W hether there is just one fish that big 
in the lake, or 50 of them , Russ doesn’t 
know But he's sure th ere’s at least one 
out there with his nam e on it, and he’s 
just as sure that he's going to catch it. 
The world record for rainbow trout is 
37 pounds, set in 1947 at Lake Pend 
Oreille, Idaho. 
Several factors at Cachum a, such as 
relatively hot sum m er months, prevent a 
fish from growing that size at Cachum a, 
but 20 pounds isn't out of the question. 
Except for a three-year stint in Viet 
Nam, Russ has spent the last 22 years 
fishing Lake Cachum a, the last six have 
been concentrated on The Big One 
As an eight-year-old boy, when the lake 
covered 10 tim es less than it does now, 
R u s s’ fa th e r s ta rte d th e P e te rso n 
brothers fishing for the pan-size trout the 
D epartm ent of Fish and Gam e (DFG) 
had planted at the lake. 
But in 1957, a parasite called a copepod 
hit the lake and bled the thinly scaled 
trout to death. H eavier am oured bass 
were introduced to the lake the sam e 
year, and Russ and his brother becam e 
“ largem outh freaks.” 


A fter the DFG had been convinced the 
copepod problem had been licked, trout 
were restocked in the w inter of 1965, 


It took Russ a year after he got back 
from Viet Nam in 1970 to get hooked on 
trout again. 
Why did Russ go back to trout? 


The taste and the fight they put up. 
Trout that have been in Cachum a for 
over six m onths, develop a “ salm ony” 
taste. The m eat becom es pink like a 
salmon s, unlike the usual white color 
trout m ost other lakes offer. 
“ Nothing’s better in the world, than 
sitting at hom e at night, watching tv and 
opening up a smoked tro u t,” says Russ. 
“ It’s unbelievable.” 
Rainbow trout also offer a m ore varied 
fight than any other fish at Cachuma. 
“They’ll run at the boat, they’ll try to 
w rap the line around the engine, they’ll 
do anything,” claim s Russ. 
Fishing for the Big One alm ost daily 
during the off season (Septem ber-June), 
Peterson has form ulated a gam e plan. 
“ I only tro ll,” he claim s 
“ I can’t 
stand to sit in one spot.*I have to be doing 
som ething with my hands ” 
P ropelled by a seven-and-one-half 
horsepower m otor, he m akes his way 
across the west end of the lake, trailing 
leadcore line, followed by a needlefish. 
He trolls faster than m ost fisherm en, 
figuring to get m ore action from his 
needlefish, and trying to give the trout a 
m inim al am ount of tim e to m ake up its 
mind w hether to go for the needlefish or 
not. 
His line will be som etim es right near 
the surface during the winter, and on the 
few chances he gets to fish during the 
sum m er, h e’ll be down to 100 feet. 
His six-year effort in search of the Big 
One has resulted in a personal best of 
five and a half pounds 
A lot has happened since Russ first 
started fishing the lake 
A fivespot used to rent a boat but it is 
now up to $12. The original harbor, where 
Russ started off as a dockboy, is now un­ 
der 100 feet of water. 
One thing hasn't changed though. 
Since the birth of the lake in 1954, 
every record holder for trout at Lake 
Cachuma has been a resident of Santa 
Barbara County, and Russ Peterson 
wants to be the next 
Russ won't be shipping his fish back to 
Atlanta to be mounted like he did the last 
record fish caught though 
“ I t’s not going to end up on a w all,” he 
vows, “ I ’m gonna eat that bugger. I 
don’t have no use for a dust collector.”

As the warm, muggy days begin to take their toll, catfishing has 
grabbed the spotlight out of Lake Cachuma 
Maris and Dan Mathis of Lompoc, brought in one of the larger 
strings in the past week. Their four cats collectively tipped the 
scales at 31 Va pounds, with the largest weighing 13. Like most 
fishermen are doing, the Mathis caught their fish around the island 
on cut mackerel. 
While the weather has brought out the cats, the trout have gone 
down deeper, 50-60 feet for the troller. The west end of the lake, 
out to the dam, has almost exclusive rights to the rainbows this 
time of year Bait fishermen are picking them up off Cachuma 
Point and around the cistern 
As usual, it’s needlefish for the troller, cheese and eggs for the 
baiter. Time of day hasn't been a factor so far. 
BluegjU, red ear, and crappie, all down at the east end, are 
providing all day fishing. It’s worms for the blues and reds, while 
any good crappie jig should do the trick. 
It’s still early morning-late evenings for bass. The bays on the 
north shore of the lake have been providing, as well as the east end 
San Luis Obispo County is scheduled to plant Lopez Lake today 
with 4,000 pan sized trout. 
Bass fishing has been good for the 
knowledgeable angler, 
using plastic worms and deep running 
lures 
On the saltwater side, both Santa Barbara Sea Landing and Port 
San Luis report limits nearly every day on rockfish. but salmon is 
nil. 
The twilight runs out of Sea Landing for the calicos, have been 
coming back nearly empty handed, but another one is scheduled 
for tonight at 5:30. 
Albacore prospects look pretty good for Port San Luis, as fish 
have been caught out of San Diego. A mid-July run is projected. 
Brush, cottontail and pigmy rabbits and varying hare become 
fair game Saturday (July 2) throughout California except in Los 
Angeles County, southeastern Kern County and those portions of 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties west of Highway 395 
The season in Los Angeles County and in parts oi tne other mree 
counties will open Sept. 1.

The seasons will close Jan. 29, 1978.

Elsewhere in the state, jacks may be hunted year around There

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The worst drought in California 
history was underscored by dry 
statistics as the state officially 
ended its weather year Thurs­ 
day. 
Overall, 
precipitation 
ave­ 
raged close to just 40 per cent of 
normal, according to figures 
from the National Weather Ser­ 
vice and the state Drought 
Center in Sacramento. 
San Francisco ended the 
weather year with 10 02 inches 
of ra n, less than half the nor­ 
mal of 20.66 inches. 


Across the bay. in Oakland. 
9.36 inches were registered, 
compared with the normal rain­ 
fall of 18.69 inches. On the San 
Francisco Peninsula, only 11.05 
inches of rain fell at San Fran­ 
cisco International Airport, 
which has a normal of 19.53 in­ 
ches And San Jose got 8 99 in­ 
ches. compared to the normal 
of 13.65 
On the north coast. 17 50 in­ 
ches of rain fell at Eureka, 
where the normal is 39 76 
The figures in the mountains, 
where rainfall fills the state’s 


biggest reservoirs, graphically 
illustrated the reason for water 
shortages in the lowland cities. 
Shasta Dam, north of Red­ 
ding. received only 24.59 inches 
of rain, compared with 58 2 in­ 
ches in a normal year and down 
considerably from the 33 98 in­ 
ches which fell in 1975-76 
Blue Canyon, the key Sierra 
weather station east of Auburn 
received a season total of 26 95 
inches, down from the 34 75 in­ 
ches last recorded year and an 
average of 61 9 inches 
Yosemite got only 12.25 in­ 


ches. compared with a normal 
year of 36.51 inches. 
Sacramento and the Central 
Valley received just 6.80 inches, 
compared with a normal year 
of 27 22. and only 7.75 inches fell 
in Fresno, where the normal is 
10.24 inches 


Los Angeles had a total of 
12.29 inches, close to the normal 
of 14 05 


San Diego was also slightly 
below normal, with 8 48 inches 
of rain compared with the nor­ 
mal 9 45.

The university has been the 
target of student protests in re­ 
cent months because of its in­ 
vestment policies University- 
owned stocks in companies do­ 
ing business m South Africa 
help support the politics of 
apartheid dictated by that na­ 
tion, the protesters said

public indication that either the 
Board of Regents or the stu­

Score one 


It isn’t often that a boycott 
by angry consumers defeats a 
foreign ca rtel, so it’s a 
pleasure to note that just that 
kind of victory is taking place 
in the coffee trade. 
Since the U.S. is the world’s 
largest coffee market and 
Americans were thought to be 
hooked on the stuff, the 
governments of Brazil, Colum­ 
bia and a few other producers 
thought consumers here would 
pay any price. 
After a severe frost in Brazil 
in 1975 tightened supplies, 
governments and speculators 
began manipulating the 
market and boosting export 
taxes to drive prices relent­ 
lessly higher. 
At first the market-rigging 
worked, enriching exporters 
as consumers paid more and 
more. But early this year, as 
retail prices went through the 
$4-a-pound barrier, something 
snapped and many Americans 
stopped buying. 
During the first five months 
of this year retail coffee sales 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 


were 20 per cent lower than 
the comparable period in 1976 
and. lo and behold, the laws 
of supply and demand have 
started to do their work. 
Some supermarket chains 
have reduced the retail price 
of ground coffee below $4 a 
pound, the first drops in two 
years. More declines can be 
expected as lower wholesale 
prices are r e fle c te d on 
grocery shelves. 
In fact, if there is no killing 
frost in Brazil this July, prices 
may have peaked for many 
years. 
The higher profit in 
coffee has attracted new 
countries to the field and 
caused established growers to 
expand their plantings. 
Thus th ere should be 
overproduction in two to three 
years and downward pressure 
on prices. Much of the credit 
will go to consumers who 
knew when to get fed up. It is 
a shame they show no signs of 
being able to cut gasoline use 
as dramatically and bring 
OPEC to its knees.

Recycling foul-up 


The Rev. Richard Harris and a hard­ 
working group of volunteers have ex­ 
pended a great deal of time and effort to 
initiate a viable recycling center in Lom­ 
poc and now, it appears, that competi­ 
tion may put a dent in their good deeds 
There has been a long hiatus in recycl­ 
ing efforts in Lompoc since the Rev 
Han i and his group 
got ‘ranked up after 
attending a Recycling 
C o n fe r e n c e 
in 
November, 1976. State 
and National leaders 
were present at the 
conference and the 
Lompocans returned 
with big plans to make 
a significant effort. 
The group formed 
an organization called 
S A V E. (Save Assets 
Valuable to Everyone) 
and they agreed not to compete with any 
existing recycling program 
One basic 
decision was that in Santa Barbara and 
in Santa Maria no one would open up an 
aluminum recycling center because of 
the existence of Coors distributors 
already doing such business in those 
areas. 
They also agreed that because the 
Church of L atter-day Saints was 
already recycling paper, no one would 
start a competing operation. 
So this left aluminium recycling open 
for Lompoc and the Rev. Harris’ church 
voted to enter the project. 
Along with 
the LDS Church and S A V E . , 12.000 
brochures were sent out to the com­ 
munity to tell of the program. A 40-foot 
semi trailer was secured on June 2 and 
paper and aluminum recycling was to 
begin at a center set up at 316 N First St. 


All fine and good except... 
Just as they were ready to go into 
ope ration, along comes the Coors dis­ 


tributor from Santa Maria setting up an 
aluminum recycling effort in Lompoc 
two days a week and doing extensive 
advertising to promote the endeavor. 
Foul, cried the Rev. Harris. 
He contacted the Santa Maria dis­ 
tributor and told him that they were 
quite angry at the competitive spirit 
The distributor claimed that he was 
under pressure from the Coors Brewery 
to show bigger and better figures in 
recycling and he was committed to Lom­ 
poc two days a week and he wasn’t going 
to quit except if pressured to quit by the 
Coors Company. 
The Rev Harris wrote to the Coors 
brothers who own the company. 
He’s waiting for a reply.

WASHINGTON — The bleak news is 
out 
Americans can expect a worse 
natural gas shortage next winter. Not 
mentioned in the government warnings, 
however, is the principal reason. 
The 
federal authorities have botched Presi­ 
dent Carter’s order to convert factories 
from gas to coal. 
So Americans must 
endure another winter 
of cold homes, closed 
schools and idle fac­ 
tories 
More than a 
million homes may be 
deprived of vital gas 
for heating 
More 
schools and factories 
may also be forced to 
shut down, depending 
on the severity of the 
weather. 
Yet the President’s 
c o a l 
c o n v e r s io n 
program, if it had been pushed, could 
have prevented another crisis 
In fact, 
the FEA should have started ordenng 
the switch to coal three years ago. Yet 
not one drop of oil nor cubic foot of gas 
has been saved by coal conversion 
This is the shocking conclusion of the 
House Energy and Power subcommittee, 
which has conducted a confidential in­ 
vestigation The investigators found the 
FEA’s coal conversion office in sham­ 
bles, with staff members pointing accus­ 
ing fingers in all directions. Some hold 
their predecessors responsible; others 
blame one another. 
The real reason for the fiasco, 
however, has been a simple failure of 
nerve. 
Federal officials have been un­ 
willing to stand up to the corporate 
giants and the private utilities. The of­ 
ficial in charge, Robert Hanfling, said 
his predecessors were afraid to order the 
expensive conversion to coal. "Industry 
would come in here and cause a commo­ 
tion about it,” he explained. 
The energy officials solemnly assured 
us that the program will become succes­ 
sful under President Carter. Yet some 
of the bureaucrats appear more in­ 


terested in taking trips than in saving 
energy. 
Six members of the coal conversion 
staff, for example, recently flew to San 
Francisco 
The official justification for 
the trip: to hold hearings on compelling 
10 Chevron and Shell plants to convert to 
coal. 
Yet all 10 plants use portable 
boilers, which cannot make the switch 
from oil to coal. 
Moreover, the agency was fully aware 
that the portable boilers couldn’t be con­ 
verted Nevertheless, the footloose of­ 
ficials led by Joseph Senkow, jetted off 
to California with Hanfling’s blessings 
On the way back, according to in­ 
siders, Senkow and one aide stopped off 
in glittering Las Vegas. 
Footnote: Hanfling insisted that the 
California hearings were "useful.” But 
the agency refused to disclose how much 
the San Francisco junket cost. Senkow 
did not return our calls 
SUGGESTION BOX - Thousands of 
handicapped people have been bom­ 
barding the National Suggestion Box 
with a poignant complaint. 
Although 
confined to nursing homes, they want to 
be productive. Yet they are forced by 
Medicaid rules to subsist on a Scrooge’s 
ration of $25 a month for personal needs. 
Steven Stewart, a Salt Lake City 
cerebral palsy victim, is typical. He was 
a successful writer for radio stations and 
advertising agencies. "When my mother 
died,” he wrote, "I had to move to a 
nursing home. 
Medicaid paid for it, but 
they also took my earnings from my 
writing. 
"They have a maximum $25 for per­ 
sona needs 
That’s not enough ... many 
of us have all our mental faculties and 
want to live normal lives, but can’t do it 
on this amount. 
We ought to be en­ 
couraged to earn money so eventually we 
can get off welfare.” 
A similar letter from Bruce McKinney 
of Los Angeles, Calif., pleads: "I live in 
a nursing home and was offered a chance 
to sell jewelry. My disability shouldn’t 
impair me from a fair shot at employ­ 
ment ... but the law positively robs peo­ 


ple of their initiative.” 
We found that many patients are lucky 
if they collect their $25 monthly 
allowance 
Out of 30 nursing home 
studies by the General Accounting Office 
last year, 123 cases were discovered of 
withholding the personal allowance The 
National Suggestion 
Box, meanwhile, 
has alerted the White House to the dilem­ 
ma of the handicapped 
We founded the National Suggestion 
Box more than a year ago, with the sup­ 
port of philanthropist Edward J. Piszek 
and the Copernicus Society, to increase 
the dialogue between the citizens and 
their government

MASS TRANSIT — President Carter 
seems to have lost his enthusiasm for 
mass transit, which he liked to talk about 
during the election campaign. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Brock 
Adams announced there would be no new 
transit money at all until he could study 
the program for at least a year. But an 
alarmed Sen Harrison Williams, D-N J., 
talked to him and arranged a quiet com­ 
promise 
Williams agreed to slash his transit 
bill from $11 4 billion to $5.8 billion, and 
Adams said he would support it. But now 
the White House is opposing the legisla­ 
tion. 
"The Administration’s view,” states a 
private letter from the President’s 
budget office, is that the bill "is 
premature, that it is not needed at this 
time.” 
After some backstage prompting from 
the White House, Adams also reversed 
himself again and came out against the 
bill 
Williams has pushed the bill 
through the Senate anyway, but it is now 
bogged down in the House. 
Until it passes, there will be no money 
for transit systems that are planned for 
Cincinnati. Houston, Los Angeles and 
San Diego. Improvements will also have 
to be postponed for the transit systems in 
Boston, Chicago and New York City.

Dear Editor: 
It is really good to see that Lompoc is 
finally taking some positive action in 
beautifying the town but it continues to 
disgust me to see the work done on the 
city trees. 
For the past few months every time 
you turn around the city is "pruning” 
trees on the main strets. I am in com­ 
plete support of pruning trees, as I know, 
as any person involved in plants and 
trees knows, that all trees and shrubs 
need pruning, but what the city is doing 
is not pruning it is butchering. 
Pruning a tree does not mean you cut 
off all the bottom limbs as the city seems 
to feel it does, it means to train a tree to 
grow more evenly, or to grow short or 
tall. The trees which the city is pruning 
are not meant to grow tall, they are only 
30 foot trees at maximum, and with the 
kind of pruning being done you would 
think they are supposed to grow to 40 to 
50 feet tall. The total effect is of having 
a butch haircut! 
At the present tim e the city is 
"pruning” the trees on North H Street. 
Why must they continue to butcher the 
poor trees that have been able to survive 
the last pruning and fill out? Why not go 
around the rest of the city (there are 
other streets besides the main ones, like 
residential!) and properly prune those 
trees0 I firmly feel that if the city is go­ 
ing to continue "pruning” trees then they 
should do it right or don’t do it at all!

declare that education in the dogmas of 
Christianity can be subsidized by public 
funds. Public funds can be used to buy 
electric chairs, but people who occupy 
them are selected by a different process. 
3. Along comes abortion, and the 
political entities listed above decide that 
elective abortion is something public 
money will not be used to subsidize. That 
would seem to be a decision entirely 
within the competence of the respective 
jurisdictions of Connecticut, Penn­ 
sylvania, and St. Louis: and that is all 
the Supreme Court said.

It is rhetorically convenient for the 
abortion lobby to concentrate now on the 
new "victims” of the abortion ruling. It 
is tacitly agreed that the aborted child is 
not to be considered a "victim."

tures for her father’s book, a 
short-term project. Often, 
late in the afternoon, she 
makes the 15-minute drive to 
her parents’ home and swims 
with her mother. Once a 
week, she and David dine 
there. 
A nice, simple life that 
hasn’t been disturbed much by 
the standard two-week promo­ 
tion tour authors of her 
caliber undergo for their 
books.

"People 
will always look at me and 
say, she’s Richard Nixon’s 
daughter and depending on 
how I live my life, I can be a 
good or bad witness." 
Actually, we said, we were 
thinking more of being a 
witness for his defense. 
Wasn’t that the statement she 
was making in the book? 
She sat back on the couch 
impatiently, the muscle over 
her left eye tensing and said, 
How can you conclude that 
from one sentence? If that’s 
what comes across in the 
book, it wasn’t a conscious 
thing, but I don’t think you 
could say the book is a state­ 
ment on his behalf. It’s a 
statement on my behalf.” 
Then she became soft and 
smiling again, saying she 
wanted to make documentary 
films some time, that she lov­ 
ed to read everything but 
westerns and mysteries. How 
she wished she’d started 
writing much earlier. 
Watching her trying so hard 
to answer questions, stopping 
to think, sometimes putting 
her hand to her forehead, we 
decided her self-analysis was 
apt.

Help your patch hold its grip 


If you’ve ever patched holes 
in a concrete slab such as a 
driveway, you may have done a 
super job only to have the thin 
patch start to come loose aft«* a 
few months. The key is to use a 
bonding 
agent,

you buy the patching mix. Some 
of the patching compounds will 
have bonding agents in the mix. 
One way or another, make sure 
that there is a bonder involved.

Here’s another trick that helps 
the patch to hold on. After you 
have cleaned away all the loose 
material in the hole and painted 
on the bonding agent, drive a 
few masonry nails into it so

American city has contributed 
more to glass manufacturing 
than Coming, N Y. The quan­ 
tity of glass that has come 
from the Coming factories 
during the past century 
boggles the mind, while at the 
same time, the quality is of in­ 
ternational repute. 
An event in May went 
almost unnoticed in the press, 
but a major exhibition of 
American cut and engraved 
class manufactured between 
1868 and 1940 opened to the 
public at the Coming Museum 
of Glass. The exhibition 
represents the work of nearly 
80 companies and home shops 
that flourished in the city dur­ 
ing the latter part of the 19th 
century and through the early 
years of the 20th centui7. 
No previous exhibition of 
cut glass has explored the cut­ 
ting shops or the industrial ac­ 
tivity on which the areas's 
glass fame rests, according to 
Jan e Shadel Spillm an, a 
specialist in American glass 
and curator in charge of the 
exhibition. 
The Coming Glass Works 
was founded in 1868, but its 
history began four years 
earlier when the Houghton 
family acquired the bankrupt 
Brooklyn (N Y .) Flint Glass 
Works. Hoare and Dailey, a 
Brooklyn cutting firm, owned 
the company’s cutting depart­ 
ment. 
Worn by troubles with labor 
and fire, Amory Houghton 
was receptive when ap­ 
proached by Elias Hunger- 
ford. Hungerford had patented 
a glass window blind and 
wanted a manufacturer to 
move to Corning. The cutting 
firm agreed to open a shop in 
the new factory and construc­ 
tion began in 1868. Amory 
Houghton was its president 
and his brother-in-law, Henry 
P. Sinclaire, was secretary of 
the Corning F lin t Glass 
Works. 
By World War I, more than 
18 engravers from Bohemia 
had immigrated to Corning 
and at least six of them 
operated home engraving 
shops in addition to working in 
cut glass factories 
The work of Coming’s small 
cutting firms and several 
competitive firms will be dis­ 
played in the exhibition. 
Copper-wheel engraving ex­ 
amples will be shown and the 
development of the distinctive 


American style of cut glass 
will be explored 
Portions of the White House 
services from the ad­ 
ministrations of Presidents 
Lincoln, Benjamin Harrison, 
McKinley and Franklin D.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
writing to you in regards to 
Zyloprim, used to treat gout. 
Would you comment on the 
side effects of this drug and 
what it actually does for the 
body? In addition, does taking 
it a prolonged time have any 
harmful effect? A friend of 
mine has been on this 
medicine for eight years. His 
physician states the gout 
crystals take a long time to 
form and therefore a long 
time to disappear. 
DEAR 
R E AD E R 
- 
Zyloprim is the trade name 
for allopurinol. Gout, gouty 
arthritis and kidney stones 
caused by gout (not other 
types of kidney stones) are all 
caused by an overproduction 
of uric acid by your own body 
cells. 
By d e c re a si n g an i n­ 
dividual’s tendency to form 
excessive amounts of uric 
acid, the kidneys are often 
able to gradually clear and 
keep the body cleared of uric 
acid salts. This prevents acute 
gout a tt ack s and gouty 
arthritis. I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 2-3, 
(Gout, Uric Acid) to give you 
a more complete discussion of 
gout. Others who want this in­ 
formation can send 50 cents 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for it to 
P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Sta­ 
tion, New York, N.Y. 10019.

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gout. It is used after the acute 
attack is over to prevent 
another one. I am happy to 
say it is a fairly safe 
m e d i c i n e . 
Alm o st all 
medicines do have some side 
effects. I don’t know a single 
one that doesn’t. Zyloprim 
may cause a skin rash and if it 
does the doctor must be seen 
at once. Rarely it causes 
digestive upsets. Doctors like 
to monitor the blood count to 
be sure there is no adverse 
response there. Everyone on 
this medicine needs good 
supervision but they should 
get that anyway because of 
the gout. I’m sure that since 
your friend has been taking 
this medicine eight years, ap­ 
parently without trouble, that 
he is not likely to have any dif­ 
ficulties with it. 
If he stops taking the 
medicine his body cells will 
start producing excess uric 
acid again in about two weeks 
and eventually he will be ex­ 
posing himself to the com­ 
plications of gout. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Please 
don’t recommend Motrin. My 


father and a close friend both 
developed ulcers from taking 
it for arthritis. They are both 
on Tylenol now. 
DEAR READER — I am in­ 
cluding your comment in my 
column to remind people that 
Motrin is not 100 per cent safe. 
No medicine is. Aspirin may 
also cause irritation and even 
bleeding from the stomach. 
Some people cannot tolerate 
Tylenol for different reasons. 
The doctor needs to decide 
what is best for each patient’s 
condition. In many arthritics 
ordinary aspirin is as safe and 
as good a medicine as other, 
m ore 
e x p e n si v e 
pain 
relievers. 
Incidentally I noted a prin­ 
ting error in my column as it 
was reproduced in your 
newspaper. Tylenol is useful 
to relieve pain but it is 
useless, NOT useful in reliev­ 
ing inflammation. Larger 
doses of aspirin, prescribed 
under a doctors supervision, 
will relieve inflammation. I 
hasten to add that some pop­ 
ular commercials about

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The rush to insulate 


If you have been thinking about in­ 
sulating your home, you’d better get 
on with it — even in the heat of sum­ 
mer. 
The run on insulating companies 
last winter during the record cold 
spell plus the fact that Congress is 
working on legislation aimed at giv­ 
ing you a tax break for insulating your 
home adds up to a strong demand for 
3.limited supply. 
Some insulating companies are 
predicting a doubling of prices by late 
fall. Even if Congress doesn’t okay a 
tax credit of up to $400 (it’s touch and 
go right now), the average insulation 
cost could go up from 30 to 50 per cent 
by early winter. 
There are two basic ways to in­ 
sulate your home. You can do the job 
yourself or get a contractor to do it 
for you. By doing it yourself, you can 
save 25 to 50 per cent off the usual 
contractor’s rate But it’s not an easy 
job to do correctly. 
If you have easy access to the 
spaces between the beams in your at­ 
tic, you can lay in mineral wool batts 
or blankets They can go right on top 
of existing insulation but you have to 
make sure the paper or foil underside 
is poked full of holes (a ball-point pen 
will do) to prevent a moisture 
buildup. 
You can also pour in bags of 
cellulose, a ground-up paper product 
that has been treated with chemicals 
to make it fire resistant, bug resistant 
and mildew resistant. 
You can buy good quality cellulose 
insulation from such chain stores as 
Montgomery Ward and from local 
hardware and building supply houses. 
It costs around $11 a 40-pound bag and 
some stores will even loan you an 
electric blowing machine to make the 
job easier. 
In general, mineral wool batts or 
blankets are ideal for wrapping 
around pipes and airducts and are 
easier to install on ceilings of un­ 
heated basements or crawl spaces 
Cellulose is good for attics because 
it sifts down into cracks and tends to 
make a tighter insulation seal. But, 
unlike mineral wool, cellulose can be 
cranked out by inept or dishonest 


“backyard" manufacturers who may 
put in little or no additives to make 
the end product fire resistant. 
How can you tell the good cellulose 
from the bad? Look on the bags to see 
if there is a U-L (Underwriters’ 
Laboratory) seal to show the 
cellulose has been tested for safety 
and efficiency. Also look for the code 
l e tt e r s “ HH-1-(followed by 
numbers),’’ which means the product 
meets U.S. Government specifica­ 
tions for its own purchase. 
Another item to look for on the bag 
is the insulation’s R rating. This tells 
you how much insulating power 


you re getting for a specific volume 
or depth. It works for both cellulose 
and mineral wool. 
Find out from your local utilities or 
your local heating oil company just 
what R rating is needed in your area 
to give the optimum insulation. If you 
already have some insulation, you can 
estimate its R value and add the 
necessary amount to bring it up to the 
recommended level. 
By tackling the insulation job now 
during the summer’s heat, you can 
cut your air-conditioning energy bill 
as well as protect yourself against

projected price hikes. Having too lit­ 
tle insulation in the attic area can 
make your air conditioner work over­ 
time. 


Because of the strong demand and 
rising price for insulation, fast- 
talking “suede-shoe” operations are 
being drawn into the business. One 
way to separate these quick-buck ar­ 
tists from the legitimate contractors 
is to ask your local gas and electric 
utilities for recommendations. 
Some utilities do their own insula­ 
tion work or have carefully-screened 
contractors do it for them. 


Evaluating paintings 


Q. I found a painting in an old house. 
It depicts a beautiful orchard and is 
dated 1893 
How can I tell whether 
this might be a valuable work of art? 
— Mrs P. M , Northville, Mich. 


A. You can have the painting ap­ 
praised, but that costs money. First, 
try to get an artist friend to give a 
look. Most of these old “finds” are 
not valuable, except as a thing of 
beauty for your own eyes. 
You might check with art or art 
history faculty members at a nearby 
college or university. If there is a 
reasonable hope that your painting 
might be valuable, you can have the 
painting appraised by a professional 
(usually listed under “appraisers” 
in the phone book yellow pages). 


In my area, appraisers charge 
around $15 for an oral appraisal of a 
painting done by a contemporary ar­ 
tist whose work is immediately iden­ 
tifiable. 
A written appraisal costs 
$25 To go back and probe the works 
of artists in the late 1800s, would 
require much more research. To do 
this extra reserach, 
appraisers 
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charge from $25 to $50 an hour. 


Q. My homeowner’s insurance 
premiums are based on 50 per cent of 
the estimated current value of my 
house. I feel this is way out of line 
with the real value of my belongings. 
Can anything be done? — J.S., Palo 
Alto, Calif. 
A. If you lived in an area where 
property values have skyrocketed 
over the past five years, your belong­ 
ings may be over-insured. The 50 per 
cent figure is part of a package deal. 
You can ask your insurance agent 
or company to reduce your protection 
to 40 per cent of the estimated sales 
price of your home. Or, if you want to 
go lower, you can ask about a “dwell­ 
ing policy” which is also a package 
deal but is broken down to meet your 
individual needs. 
Before you start cutting down on 
your homeowner’s policy costs, you’d 
be wise to take a thorough inventory 
of what you have. You might be sur­ 
prised at the current cost of all the 
things you have accumulated. You 
don’t want to end up under-insured. 


Q. I have no savings and would like 
to start up an account to save around 
$50 a month. Is it a good idea to start 
with a checking account and a savings 
account so I can draw on my savings 
in case of an emergency? — L.M.. 
Monessen, Pa. 


A. Regular passbook savings ac­ 
counts that pay interest from day of 
deposit to day of withdrawal permit 
speedy withdrawals for emergencies 
or whatever. 
It’s not a bad idea to have a check­ 
ing account or receive your income 
and to make it easier to pay your 
bills. Some banks offer automatic 
deductions from your checking ac­ 
count into a savings account. This is a 
fairly painless and disciplined way to 
save. 
In general, look for a bank that can 
offer you the capability of transferr­ 
ing back and forth from checking to 
savings and back again with ease 
Some even give combined monthly 
statements to cover both checking 
and savings. 
Remember, savings and loan as­ 
sociations pay slightly higher interest 
than what you get from banks. But for 
small accounts this interest dif­ 
ference doesn’t amount to much. 
After you’ve built up, say, $1,000, you 
might consider transferring it to a 
long-term savings certificate in an 
S&L (you are penalized for premature 
withdrawals from savings cer­ 
tificates — but not all that much).

heavily on a country blues 
sound. What it lacked in 
energy, it made up for in ear­ 
nestness. His m ixture of 
evocative memoirs of his 
youth in Oklahoma, portraits 
of migrant workers and coal 
miners and Deep South 
travels were delivered in a 
warm, nasal voice that’s easy 
to absorb. Talley’s rhythmic 
repertoire includes some Bob 
W ills-inspired 
W estern 
swing, a good foot stomper or 
two, and some country- 
confected pop to boot. 
His most successful num­ 
bers were a neat pairing of 
"Forty Hour Working Man,” 
a straight-ahead eight bar 
blues-rocker, followed by 
"Nothing But the Blues,” 
which Talley described as 
what you feel after working 
40 hours a week. 
His band knows him well. 
Guitarist Steve Hostak plays 
a spare and precise lead, and 
John Sayles Piddles around 
with some ambitious ideas. In 
the audience, both the fellow 
to my left; a university 
graduate student, and the fel­ 
low to my right; a Maryland 
conventioneer, had a right 
fine time. Talley has two al­ 
bums out on Capitol Records, 
and they both convey his 
heartfelt songs of the heart­ 
land. 
The 65th birthday of this 
country’s most accomplished 
jazz arranger and orchestra 
leader passed all too quietly 
recently. But Gil Evans isn’t 
about to surrender to Social 
Security. The silver-haired 
master held court with his 
young coterie at St. George’s 
Church in New York City, 
and proved that the fountain 


of youth flows two ways. 
Evans has composed and 
arranged for and with virtu­ 
ally all the giants of jazz. He 
has guided so many young 
players over the years, it 
would be hard to find a major 
jazz figure who hasn’t felt Gil 
Evans’ influence. Judging by 
his current orchestra, this 
will still be true for years to 
come. What a band! The sax 
section of Arthur Blythe, 
David Sanborn, and George 
Adams is as ambitious a sec­ 
tion as there could ever be — 
and all three are capable of 
soloing in completely diffe­ 
rent styles. Lou Soloff and 
Marvin Peterson play mean 
trum pets, 
and 
Howard 
Johnson plays the swin- 
gingest tuba extant. Pete Le­ 
vin’s synthesizer swoops all 
over the band; and Steve Neil 
and Sue Evans on bass and 
percussion keep it moving 
nicely. And Gil Evans keeps 
it all together with the most 
astonishing arrangements in 
jazz. His compositions are the 
most accessible avant-garde 
jazz pieces you can hear to­ 
day. Though he doesn’t have 
a recording contract at the 
moment, this concert was re­ 
corded.

should get sm art and give 
this kid a break!

The defensive flier has fewer regrets 


PERTH, AUSTRALIA (KFS) - 
There’s a travel agent in Singapore 
whose days, I’ve decided, are 
numbered. 
“No, no,” she said, “you can’t stop 
over in Jakarta. Your flight to 
Australia goes straight through.” 
So I believed her. 
And the flight 
was direct. But not non-stop — mean­ 
ing that when it did land in Jakarta 
(surprise, surprise), I couldn’t get off 
since I was ticketed as a "through” 
passenger. 
When they get me for the Singapore 
lady’s murder, I will have to confess 
that fundamentally everything was 
my fault. 
I do know better. These 
days any air passenger who doesn't 
operate with alm ost as long a 
checklist as a pilot’s had better think 
seriously about enrolling at a funny 
farm. It is the decade of the defen­ 
sive flier, and this sum m er’s 
travelers in particular had better not 
forget it. 
The defensive flier is required to go 
on the defensive even before purchas­ 
ing a ticket. 
Fare negotiations can 
take a lot out of you. Never mind that 
these are standard fares — there are 
also exceptions. 
Some fares can be 
fiddled with further if you announce 
yourself as ready to fly by night or 
willing to stand on the plane’s wings. 
(The latter may be an exaggeration 
today, but I wouldn’t bet against it for 
tomorrow. 
There are even such esoteric 
devices as the "fictitious turnaround 
point,” which 
sometimes 
allows 
international round-trippers to travel 
on a lower fare by clever "construc­ 
tion” of routing. And some oeoole. in 


the fashion of my Singapore contact, 
are simply slipshod when dealing out 
information. 
For all these reasons, I recently 
called Pan Am three times to confirm 
a single fare quotation. It didn’t help, 
however. At the ticketing office, they 
denied everything. 
When we finally 
finished our transaction, I went 
directly to a drug store and joined the 
ranks of the Tums-for-the-tummy 
users. 
Defensive fliers also like to make 
certain that there is a flight that cor­ 
responds to the one they’re booked on. 
This also affords an opportunity to 
look at the list of alternatives. 
"What’s that funny one there?” the 
looker might then ask about another 
listing. 
That funny one there might be tak­ 
ing off to the same city from the same 
airport but landing a little differently. 
You then might learn, for instance, 
that in flying into New York, landing 
at LaGuardia instead of JFK can 
often mean a slightly shorter flight 
plus a $1 saving on bus fare into town. 
Seeing everything in print, you can 
also separate the "direct” flights 
(with one or more stops but no change 
of planes) from the non-stops (no 
change and no stops), "small” dif­ 
ferences that somehow are often ig­ 
nored when explanations are passed. 
Equipment is subject to change, 
too, of course, yet there’s nothing like 
asking questions if you care about 
time or comfort. 
The wide-bodied 
planes generally do a shade better in 
both departments. 
If you’re the easygoing sort who 
asks to be ticketed on arrival at the 


airport, there’s still no reason to con­ 
fuse carefree with careless by failing 
to write down the name of the agent 
who’s obliging you with your reserva­ 
tion, plus the date and time of the con­ 
versation.

Caring for your car 


Making your car theft resistant 


If a professional thief wants your 
car, there’s not much you can do to 
stop him. You can discourage him by 
slowing his progress. But if he’s real­ 
ly determined, your car is his. 
Fortunately, of the hundreds of 
thousands of cars stolen each year, 
most are not stolen by professional 
thieves. And the measures you can 
take to discourage theft are usually 
enough to stop all but the professional 
thief. And even though you can’t real­ 
ly stop the pro once he has decided 
he wants your car, if you make it 
harder for him to get it, chances are 
he’ll pick another one that’s easier to 
take. 
What can you do to help prevent 
your car from being stolen?

TABLE OF 
SALE ITEMS! 
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Kemove the key from the ignition 
switch every time you leave the car. 
This sounds so obvious that it 
shouldn't even have to be said, but, 
even so, many cars are stolen each 
year because the owner left the keys 
in the car. 
If you have the kind of ignition 
setup in the steering column that 
locks your front wheels into position, 
turn the wheels all the way to the 
right or to the left and lock them in 
that position. 
Lock all the doors when you leave 
the car. And make sure all the win­ 
dows are rolled up, and that the vents 
are closed and locked. 
Don’t leave inviting packages or 
objects laying in the car in easy view 
of passers-by. Even if a lawbreaker 
wouldn't steal your car, he may be 
tempted by the goodies in your car to 
break a window to get at them. If you 
have a CB radio or tape deck, have it 
mounted in such a way that you can 
quickly detach it and take it with you 
when you leave the car. 
Consider installing a burglar alarm. 
Again, this device cannot stop a 
sharp, determined professional thief. 
But it can slow him down and make 
his job more difficult. He would just 
as soon not take the extra risk if he 
doesn’t have to. And there’s probably 
another vehicle just like yours 
without an alarm. 
There are various types of alarms 
available. 
Most make a loud siren­ 
like noise when a would-be thief 
tampers with your car. 
Some are 
install-it-yourself kits that sell for 
l e s s than $30. 
O t h e r s are 
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sophisticated units that cost several 
hundred dollars and are professional­ 
ly installed 
Sometimes insurance 
companies will give cheaper theft 
rates to owners of cars with profes­ 
sionally installed burglar alarms.

Where can you find burglar alarms 
that you can install? Check out your 
local auto parts supply stores, 
hardware stores, chain stores that 
have auto departments in them and so 
forth. 
If all these turn up a blank, 
check with local locksmiths or your 
local police department for leads 
If you must park your car outside, 
try to park it in a well-lit area 
Thieves prefer darkness 
If possible, park your car inside
